president of the Western Kentucky 
Cost Operators' Association, and tl e 
moving spirit In many other In por- 
tint entci prises All ol these are con- 
tinnally enlarging their fields of op- 
eration. 

The Lonisvllle Tol aeco Wareh»uie 
Company has jnit completed the pur- 
chaae of aeveii Independent wart- 
housea and effre ed a pooling agree- 
ment with the only remaining house.

Negro. 



It is not worth while to discuss the 
abstract question ot the civil lights of 
the whites and blacks. Under the 
law, of course, tbe black man has as 
much right to bold office as the white 
man. Bnt it is not s question of le- 
gal or abstract right that controls in 
the snccesslnl admiaistrstion ol Fed- 
eral sflalrs in a region where each ad- 
ministration Is complicated by Inerad- 
icable race antagonism. Mr. Roose- 
velt knows the history ol this coun- 
try well enough, and be knows the 
nature of man well enonght to under- 
stand that his policy in appointing 
Federal officials In the South — If it Is 
to be a policy successlul In the admin- 
istration of Federal bnsiness, to say 
nothing ol success in conducting to 
tbe harmonious relations of the races 
— must be governed not by considera- 
tions ol his right to appoint negroes, 
but by considerations of the expedien- 
cy of appointing them. He knows 
that, whether justifiable or not, an 
insuimounlsble race barrier exists be- 
tween the wites snd blacks; that tbe 
Issue of which races shall dominete in 
the Southern States has been fought 
out and settled. He knows that tbe 
issue was forced on that region, not 
by the negroes themselves, but by the 
Republicans of the North, who snd- 
. . gave tbe ignorant mass of freed 

slaves tbe franchise and sought to set 
them above their former masters. 

It is generally believed that this 
chapter has for sometime been closed; 
that tbe issne waa settled, never to be 
reopened. Yet here comet the young 
Rtpobllcsn President, witb the ap- 
parent unsophlsticatlon of a school- 
boy aident for the triumph ol justice 
over.
